1BOARD SERVES ULTIMATUM 



There wo9 a hot time at the meeting 
of tho board of Supervisors of Lake 
Oounty lobt. Saturday morning when 
Attorney. Wm. F. Weiss appeared be- 
fore the boarcl for the purpose of. put- 
ting up on argument and induce them 
>to allow his claim for $800. for services 
in the Zion beer running case. The 
iboard adopted the report of tho judi- 
ciary committee which included Weiss' 
^ bill -for $800. andTa^bill from T. Forby 
for $200. for: legal service.. They re- 
fused to allow these two items~and 
other bills in connection with the beer 
cases were laid over to the March 
jroeetlng. 

Welafl ithen 'aJdressed the board and 
a hot debate followed. Weiss insisted 
that ho had been ordered to go to Zion 
by States Attorney; Welch, who ex- 
plained that he was unable tohandle 
the cases and had to-have assistance. 
In his argument WeisB Baid "I did not 
question his right* to engage me and I 
. went there fn good faith, I suggestthat 
the bill be taken before Judge Edwards 
- and I am willing to nbido by hit* decis- 
ion aa to the legality of my claim".

Beginning about- ttifs time every 
year, between 5,000,000 and 0,000,000 
men fn the United. Stntes are thlnklnc. 
nbout leasing' or renting land. AH thai 
thlnkfiig renults in between 2,500,000 
and 8,000,000 contracts between land- 
lord and tenant .For a yeur, or two or 
throe ^eurs, or longer, those men must 
'live arid work under thoso contracts. 
The form M (ho contract, says, tho 
United Slates department of agricul- 
ture, affocts not only thc.prosperity of | 
the contracting parties but the com- 
fort and ;liupplnesa:0f. themselves and 
their families. A poorly considered 
lease Is likely to result In- friction and 
frequent removals A well-considered 
lease is u sort of liiHuranco policy 
agajnsr quarrels and tends to Increase 
the?, length of time that tho landlord 
and tenant operate together, a con- 
dition, according to the department; 
that: is greatly to ho desired. 

Ther.e are a great many thlnga to* "lie 
considered In every lease. The econo- 
mists In charge of land economics in 
the office of farm management, depart- 
ment of agriculture, have made out a 
llst^of-polnts thatiovcry iuau. who tins 
ground to lease and every nam 'who 
wants to lease ground may need'to con- 
sider. Although this list Is long,' it Is. 
nevertheless, not to be taken as being 
so complete us to cover every feattti b. 
that may deserve consideration on any 
specific farm. On the other hand not 
TalLof them will need to he considered 
by .the parties to any one lease, but 
tliey serve as reminders, and those 
that are not pertinent in any particu- 
lar cases need not be considered.

Before his order could be carried out 
two parties made a fight for the pos- 
session of the truck, claiming ignor- 
ance of the fact that it was being" put 
to illegal use. 

These parties, Bertha Seimon and 
Robert A. Grace, scored a victory, 
when on vVedne8day of this week the 
Supreme court held the Bearch and 
seizure act constitutional in all its sec- 
tions, except that portion relating to 
the r confiscation of trucks engaged in 
carrying liquor. That portion was 
ruled invalid. 

The case was taken to the Supreme 
court on an appeal from the McHenry 
County Circuit court by Harry Marquis 
who was convicted of transporting 
liquor containing more than 2\ per cent 
alcohol. The truck, he used was'order- 
ed destroyed. , In ruling "on the cose 
the Supreme court said. 

"Our conclusion is that the provision 
of the search and seizure act for the 
destruction of the .intoxicating liquor 
and other property seized under the 
order of the court, without, providing 
that notice shall be given to the owner 
or to the person interested in the prop- 
erty, does not afRrd due procese of law 
and ia a. /violation of the constitution*. 
The statute . having provided no lawful 
procedure for condemning seized prop- 
erty, the court waa" without authority , 
to make any such, order for that pur- 
pose." -

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Poultry Flock Needs 

Green Food 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of. Agriculture.) 
. If .the best results are to he obtained 
With poultry they must he furnished 
with a plentiful supply of green, feed. 
Where fowls have unlimited range on 
a, farm they will secure green feea 
clurlng the spring, hut drrring the win; 
ter It must be supplied for them. The 
question of how to supply tho best 
feed at the least cost Ik one Unit each 
poultry keeper must decide largely for 
himself. It will prolmbly make: but 
little difference what kind of green 
feed is supplied, provided It Is rel« 
Ished by the fowls. Cabbages, turnips, 
beets, potatoes, etc., are suitable for 
this purpose. The larger roots and th« 
enblmges may he suspended hy means 
of a wire or string, or they may bo 
placed on the floor, in which case It 
would be well to split the turnips or 
heels lengthwise with a large knife. 
Potatoes and turnips should be fed 
cooked. The ninngel Is an excellent 
root for' feeding raw. Cut clovor 
sonkod In boiling- water fed alone or 
with the mush Is good. Clover meal 
hud ground alfalfa nmkc very good 
feeds for this purpose. Where tho 
fowls are yarded and not enough greou 
feed Is furnished by the yard, a smull 
patch of clover, alfalfa or rape may be 
sown. Any' one of these, if frequently 
mowed, will .furnish' a great quantity 
of green feed In a form which Is rel- 
ished. by> the fowls. Cnnadn field peas 
may also be sown for this purpose, 
and when fed In a tefider, crisp con* 
dltlon are eaten readily. 



Gulf 8tream.

•Indianapolis, Dec. 11.— Thestrlke of 
400,000 bituminous coal miners of the 
country was "settled hero when the 
general committee of the .United WUno 
Workers of .America;- agreed to' Accept 
the plan offered by President Wilson. 
Acting President 'Lewis of the* Unit- 
ed Mine Workers announced .that tele- 
graphic , orders would Immediately be 
Rent to the 4,000 miners' locals 
throughout the country, Instructing the 
miners to return to work at once. An 
official order carrying the signatures* 
of the miners' officials will follow the 
telegraphic. instructions. . 

A reconvened convention of the offi- 
cials -of the various /miners' unions 
throughout the country will be called 
In Indianapolis as soon ns. the work 
harj been fully resumed. In the' mines, 
Mr.-LewlB announced, during which a 
full ~ and complete explanation of the 
action of the officials In settling the 
strife will be made. 

Statement by Lewis. 
. Following is the announcement of 
tlie settlement of the coal strike made. 
public by Mr. Lewis: 

"The i United Mine ^Vorkers' repro- 
sen tat Ives agreed to accpet the presi- 
dent's- proposal as a basis of settle- 
ment of tlie strike. They did so oV 
cause It. provides a dcflnlte, concreto 
and prnctlcai method by whlch.ade- 
quato- consideration and a proper ad- 
justment of their claim for an increase 
in wages and 'improved conditions of 
employment may be brought about 
The United Mine Workers have "foil. 
confidence In the president of the 
Unjted States nnd a profound regurd 
for his will. and Judgment. 

"The president's proposal differs 
from any proposal heretofore made,". 
In that. It leaves nothing In doubt, 
so far as a plan of adjustment und 
the details thereof Is concerned... The 
scheme proposed by tlpctor Garfield 
left no hope for the, mine workers. oth- 
er than the acceptance of an Increase 
In mining prices of 14 per cent, The 
president's proposal provides that thhY 
amount of advance Is prellmlnarj' and 
that the tribunal' which he will set up 
will have full authority to consider 
further questions of wages and work- 
ing conditions as well as the profits of 
operators and "proper prices for coal, 
readjusting^ both wages and profits If 
it shall so decltle. It further provides 
.that the commission will have author- 
ity ' to petti e internal /questio'ns . pV 
cullar-.to each district, all of "which 
are of very -great! Importance to the 
mine workers. T> 

-"The commission will make Its re- 
port^wIthln^CO dnys unless somo. uri- 
surmouritablo. difficulties • arise which 
prevenMt from doing it nnd, the com- 
mission will have the authority /to flx 
the date when any award, they make 
will become effective. 
""The president's plan further pro- 
vides ^thnt. upon a general resumption 
of' operations,: the status, quo w|ll be. 
maintained, that Is, all mine workers 
will" return . to work with an Increase 
in wages umQuntr|ig to 14 per cent 
upon'thd same basis which obtained on 
October' 81, 1010. Neither opeR^tors 
.nonnlners will be allowed to change 
tho.bnsls and no dlscrlralhatlon by the 
coal operators will be.permltted. 

"It was these ^specific, features of 
the. president's^ proposition which 
made it acceptable to the International- 
officers of {he- United Mlno Workers, 
wh§n. submitted to thenr through the 
attorney general and SecretnryXTu- 
,multy In Washington on. Saturday, De- 
cember 0. 

. "We are accepting the president at 
hls'word, feeljng confident' tliat he 
will, appoint a tribunal composed of 
fair; minded men who will give full 
and completo recognition to thtf Jus- 
tlco of the mine workers' claims." 
Palmer Issues: Statement. 
The following statement was Issued 
by Attorney General Palnier on tho 
settlement of tho coal strike: 

"The coal strike Is Bettled nsthe 
government wanted it settled.. ! When 
^Iessrs. Lewis and Green, came to see 
v rao Saturday I; restated what the gov- 
ernment's position had been from the 
beginning and. insisted on their ac- 
quiescence. 

VThey_ finally agreed to.lt They 
have now persuaded the; officers of 
their organization that tho situation 
calls for compliance with" tho court's, 
orders and 'the. government's wishes 
and I am certain that all the miners 
In; , the .country ■ will cheerfully ac- 
qules^a in the decision of their lend- 
ers.

The President's Proposal. 
President Wilson's proposal to the 
miners "ns a basis' for settling the 
strike Is as follows: 

^"1 have watched with deep concern 
tlie developments V in' the- blturalnous 
coal strike and am convinced thert.* 
Is much - confusion In the minds of 
the people generally and possibly of 
both parties to this unfortunate con- 
troversy hs to" the attitude aiid pur- 
poses of "the government In its ban- 
Ullng'bf the situation. 

"The rnlhe owners offered a wage 
Iricreaso Of 20 .-per cent; conditioned, 
however,- upon the price of coal being 
raised to an" amount sufficient to cover 
this proposed Increuse of wages which 
would iinvo added at least $100,l000 t 0u0 
to the annual coal bill of the people. 
■ "The flier administrator, In the light 
of present Information, has taken the 
position, and I think with entire Jus- 
tification, that, the- public Ib uow.pay- 
•Ing as high prices for coal as It ought 
to bo required to pay and that any 
wage Increase made at this time ought 
to come from tlie profits of tho coal 
operators. 

Would Equalize Wages. ,- 
"In reaching his conclusion, the fuel 
administrator, expressed the personal 
opinion that the 14 per cent Increase 
in all. mine wages is reasonable, be- 
cause "it would equalize the miners' 
wages on the average with the cost. of 
.living, but he made It perfectly clear 
that -tlie operators" and miners nrej,at 
liberty to agree upon a larger Increase, 
proyide(i"the, bperators - will "pay It out 
of their profits "so ) that tho price of 
cqhl.. would remain tlie same. 
; "The secretary of labor, In an, ef- 
fort at conciliation "between tho par- 
ties, expressed his personal opinion In 
favor, of a larger Increase. His efforts 
nt coricllntlon" failed, however, be- 
cause the coal operators were unwlil- 
lng-to pay the scale he proposed, un- 
less the government would advance 
•the. price of coal to the public and' this 
the 1 government was unwilling to do. 

"The fuel administrator ^md L Viso 
suggested tlmt a tribunal be created 
In which the miners arid operators 
would be equally represented to con- 
sider further questions of wages and 
Avorklng conditions, as well as profits 
,of- operators arid proper prices for 
coal. I shall, of course, be glud to old 
ln ; tho formation of such a tribunal. 

'T understand the operators havo 
generally agreed to , absorb an In- 
crease of 14 per cent In wages, so that 
the public would not pay to exceed the" 
presoiit price fixed by the fuel ad-, 
mlnlstrntor, and thus a. way Is opened 
to secure the coal of which the'peoplo 
stand In need, If tho miners will re- 
Bume^vork on these terms pending a 
thorough Investigation by an impartial- 
commission which may readjust both 
wages and yrtces. 

"By the acceptance of such a plan 
Utho miners are assured immediate 
•steady 'employment at a substantial 
increase In wages and arc further as- 
sured prompt investigation and action 
uponquestHnu which are not now set- 
tled to their satisfaction. 

"I must. believe-: that with a clear 
understanding of. these points they 
will promptly return to work. If, uev- 
erthelbss, they persist In remaining on 
strike, tliey will put themselves In an 
attitude of striking In order to force 
tho govbrnment to increase the price 
of conl-to the public, so as to give a 
still further Increase In wages at this 
time rather than allow the question of 
h further Increase In- wages to be 
dealt with In an orderly manner by. a 
fairly constituted tribunal represent- 
ing all parties Interested. 

Must Resume Work. 
"No group of our people enn Justify 
such a position, and the miners owe It 
to themselves, tlielr families, their 
fellow workmen In other Industries 
and -to their country to retur^ to 
work. 

"Immediately upon a general re- 
sumption of mining I shall be glnd to 
aid In the prompt formntlon of such 
n tribunal as I have Indicated to make 
further Inquiries Into this whole mnt- 
tei* rind to revlevf not only the reason- 
ableness of tho wages at which the 
miners start to work, but also the rea- 
sonableness of the government prices 
for coal. 

"Such a tribunal should within six- 
ty days make Its report, which could 
be used as a basis for negotiation for 
a wage agreement I must mnko it 
clear, however, that the government 
cannot _glve its aid to any such fur- 
ther investigation until there Is a gen- 
eral resumption of work. 

"I ask every Individual miner to 
give his personal thought to what I 
say. 1-hopo he, understands fully that 
ho will be hurting his own Interest 
nnd the Interest of his family and will 
be throwing countless other laboring, 
men out of employment if he shall 
continue the present- strike, nnd fur- 
ther, that ho will cre'nto an unneces- 
sary. . and unfortunate prejudice 
ngalnst organized labor which will bo 
Injurious' to the best Interests of work: 
ingraen everywhere.
